The consequence 
is that, however, desirous the Chines Go- 
vernment.may profess itself to be to suppress 
the gambling houses, they will continue to 
oxiat in grestor or amallor: numbers, It is 
said that an arrangement has been come to 
under which the’ keepers ara jo pay tho 
officials 80 many thousand dollars ovary, time 
the houses are closed, on tho condition’ that 
the closing is not to take place too frequent. 
ly and that in the. intervals the business 1s 
to bo allowed to go on asuaual. ° The houses 
remain closed only for n fow days at atime. 
By keeping » close watch and making fre: 
quent. reprosentations to the Chinosa Au- 
thorities the Hongkong Government may 
succeed in haying the evil kept in some 
eheck, but that-it will ever succoed in gat- 
ting it permanently suppressed is oxtromely 
improbable, , z 

Tf the Chinese Authorities were seriously 
desirous of suppressing the gambling houses, 
then the dificulty mentioned by General 
Barxes would merit some attention, for it 
must be admitted that while the men who 
conduct the business.and provide the capital 
reside in Hongkongand are thorefore beyond 
the jurisdiction of the Chinese Authorities 
the latter aro at a disadvantage in dealing 
with them. If there were anything like an 
honest Police Fores at Kowlaon, however, it 
would be a comparatively simple mattor to 
see that no public gambling hones were 
opened in such’a way as to abtract the crowds 
of visitors that now go from Emgkong. : We 
could not expect the Authorities there to put 
down surreptitious gambling any: more. 
effectively ‘than_it cin be put down in 
‘Hongkong, but there is mo real excuse: for 
them when they permit-the vice to be openly 
and publicly carried on to sich an extent 
that ferry launches are specially ron 
for tho convonicnes of the ‘players, The 
representations made to the Hongkong 
Goverament as to the difficulties on. 
countered . must thérefore be looked upon 
as really. only intended for a cloak to 
the incapacity or dishonesty af the Chinese. 
officials. The Hongkong Government should 
not be misled by any such shallow excuses, 
If pressure be firmly applied it is probable 
that the evil may be considerably reduced, 
though it will always be ready to lift ite 
head again at the first relaxation of watch. 
fulness. Meantime wa may congratuiate 
ouraclves that the gambling houses are less 
of a nuisance at Kowloon than they used to, 
be when they carried on their business in 
Hongkong,_for although tho stream - of 
visitors that go over by the ferry for'the 
purpose of playing seems large it iaemall i 
comparizon with theynumber that used to 
visit the houses when they were established 
in this colony. ; .

Sonhor--The ‘inhabitants of Macao, Por- 
togacse and Chinese, united by the jmminence 
of tho poril which threatens thie city with com- 
plote rain, have resolved onos. more to sabmit to 
your Majesty an urgent patition, on comptinnca 
with whieh deponds the conservation and: the 
life of this colony. . 

Alceady & long time ago the attention of tha 
Government has beon called to tho iooreasing 
silting up of the port of Macao, ond in 18] the 
Harbour Master, Sr. Demetrio Ciuatti, ofitciull 
informed the Goverument that the deposit, which 
batwoon 180% and 1845 had taken place in the 
inner harbour of Macuo to the enormons extent 
of 1.1.80, had sings’continued at a more rapid 
rate, having amounted in the sixteen years pra. 
vious to 188] to m.1,25, 

‘The samy. Harbour Mastur showed thet the 
two channela which give sovess to thé port of 
Macao by tho north and south of Sun Franoisoo 
bank, which in 1885 had trom 9 to 10 foot of 
water at low water apring tidea, in 1881 bad 
only 54 foot, bring thus in worse caso than the 
inner herbour, es shown by tho abovo named 
offlgial, who cited the faot.that according to a rae 
cord of the tides madoon board thostedmer While 
Cloud the dopth bad been reducad 1 ft.

A REBELLION OR WHATP 

Wader date 10th Ootobor, “A,” writes to the 
saras paper: - When, fiva months ago, the ‘pre: 
sent anti-foraign disturbances broke out, the 
public, both in China and at homa, asizad npon 
Mr. Deammond’s oxplanstion of then ag a most 
probable one, It tid aot appoar at all unlikely 
that ona of tho searat societies, with which Chian 
is known to bo honoyoombad, and whioh, as wo 
learn from history, hava alirrad up raballions in 
tha past, should ba sndedrouriag, by ombroiling 
the Government with foreign: Powers, to wake 
for itaolf au oppdrtanity to stir ip another just 
now. In spite, howovor, of tho wide soceptanca 
whloh this theory has mat.with, and its praotical 
adoption by the Chinese Goyarnment and its 
npologiats, it is worth while ‘to enquire if some 
othor explanation would not batter fit the fasts, 

Tt may ba said that previonate the Wuha riot 
thove was no word of any dissatiafnotion with 
the Governnient, in any quarter. “The central 
Powor apposrad to b> bottor able thaa to carry 

fits will evarywhare, thin at any othor time 
luring the present osntuey, and was engaged 
in nothing whieh was lively fo maiko it uo- 
popular. ‘The provincial anthorities ware trusty; 
tho literati loyal, and “the stupld people’ 
submiggive as usdal. Thoro tas not ovon a cloud 
tha siza of a man’a hand’ to batoken the ap 
provch ofa grant rebollion: Yot.the rebellion 
theory was acoapted although unforeshadowelt, 
and ia atill retained althongh unsupported by 
proof. With the oxoception of “the man behind 
the temple,” no rabal has been seen bya forolgner 
aa yot, nor have any who hdva confaaaok to 
treasonable dsigtis bean seizad by the native 
anthoritios, as could hardly hwo failed ‘to have 
bean the caso waraa genuine rising on Poot 
Such vioters ag foraignera have recognisad have 
not boen robels, but wors, and atill are, the 
Emperor's most loyal aubjocts. and’ sérvanta, 
—soldiors and yamen mon.» No genuine 
sat of hostility against the Govarnmant, as 
saeh, onn br allogad against the foreigners 
ulona have suffered at their lands. Somo proof 
that tha rebollion theory is the trae ona there 
may bo. butit has still to bs brought forward 
Those whoara actually on tho scone of the dia. 
turbances do not endorse it, a3 an examination of 
the correspondence colunins of tha newspapars 
will show. * .
